Over publishers have treated the Universal Exhi- 
bition with unaccountable neglect. They might 
have made a noble display. I never pass the court 
which is devoted to them without a sigh, as I see 
its barrenness, and picture to myself what it might 
so easily have been. I erect here a handsome stall 
bearing Messrs. Ticknor & Fields’ escutcheon, and 
filled with the 580-odd works on their catalogue, in 
the several editions in which the books are pub- 
lished, while on an oaken table covered with green 
velvet lie complete sets, in numbers, of their four 
periodicals ; or there the several hundred volumes 
to be found on Messrs. D. Appleton & Co.’s cata- 
logue, or Messrs. Harpers’ publications, or the school- 
books of Messrs. E. H. Butler & Co., or Messrs. Lippin- 
cott & Co.’s issues, or the multifarious works which 
teem from Messrs. T. B. Peterson & Brothers’ press. 
As it is, this court is a dreary waste. If you ask, 
What service would such an exhibition prove to 
transatlantic publishers? I answer, no man in trade 
should ever neglect an opportunity of advertising. 
The parable of the sower should be meditated by 
every man in business, for the sower and the ad- 
vertiser are alike. Some advertisements are neces- 
sarily lost, but those which do take root bring forth 
an hundredfold. There is no telling whose eyes 
may be attracted by an exhibition made in a palace 
thronged by all the world. Besides, there are a 
great many Americans in Paris, and many students 
trom all parts of the world, who would see the 
publications for the first time, and become constant 
purchasers. 
nition as the most eminent American book-publisher 
to be considered worthless? I lay stress upon pub- 
lishers exhibiting all their works, because it is 
absolutely necessary, in a great fair like a universal 
exhibition, that the contribution should be large 
enough to attract and retain attention. Sending 
one book to a show of this sort is like inserting 
one advertisement in a newspaper. To make an 
impression, one must advertise constantly. Messrs. 
D. Appleton & Co. contribute one copy of their 
“Encyclopedia,” in a neat oak case one foot high 
by eighteen inches long. Nobody sees it as it 
stands on a counter in the American court, and it 
represents in the most inadequate manner the posi- 
tion and transactions of that firm. The only indi- 
cation given of Messrs. Ticknor & Fields’ existence 
is a Tennyson, which I think I can discover through 
the glass of Messrs. H. O. Houghton & Co., of Cam- 
bridge, among specimens of their printing. No 
other publishers in the United States give token of 
their trade, except Messrs. G. Merriam & Co., of 
Springfield, Mass., who contribute a “ Webster’s 
Dictionary,” and Messrs. Brewer & Tileston, of Bos- 
ton, who send their “ Worcester’s Dictionary.” I 
could not repress a smile as I saw these two rivals 
lie side by side, and remembered how fierce a war 
had been waged between them. Mr. N. B. Kneass, 
Jr., of Philadelphia, and the Perkins Institute for 
the Blind, Boston, send quite an interesting col- 
lection of books for the use of persons whose sight 
has failed them. Indiana, Illinois, and Missouri 
send public documents bound in law calf, but they 
are scattered about the American courts. Mr. 
Nicholas Broughton, Jr., of Boston, contributes a 
very handsome collection of specimens of printing 
executed for the American Tract Society. But, as

I gave you a long extract from a letter written by 

M. Alex. Dumas in my last communication. Will 
you say it is “monotony,” if to-day I translate this 
paragraph from another letter by him? He is 
speaking of M. Victor Hugo’s “Hernani.” “ Victor 
Hugo’s first productions were odes and a novel, con- 
sequently he has no turn for plays. If he had had 
this turn, he would have begun by writing plays. 
When he writes dramas, they are always the 
dramas of a novelist or of a lyric poet, such dramas 
as Byron or Walter Scott wrote. His wings, instead 
of aiding, embarrass him in dialogue. Whatever 
the dramatic poet may do, the lyric poet constantly 
reappears. Were I to compare myself with my 


ferent from him, who is a lyric poet and a novelist 
writing plays, while I am a dramatist writing 
novels and sometimes odes. This is the reason 
why very good plays have been made with all my 
novels. This is the reason why neither with ‘ Hans 
d’Islande,’ nor ‘Notre Dame de Paris,’ nor ‘ Les

I mentioned some time since to you the extraor- 
dinarily cheap publications issued in La Biblio- 
théque Nationale, which contains books bound 
and gilt-lettered for about seven cents and one mill | 
each volume. La Bibliothéque Nationale was 
founded by two hundred printers here, each of whom 
agreed to take at least one share of ten dollars in 
the enterprise, paying his share at the rate of 
twenty cents aweek. Their design was to publish 
works whose copyright had expired, at a rate of not 
more than five cents a volume in paper covers; 
and as they saw they could furnish volumes at 
this rate (certainly cheap enough), they did not 
open bids for printing to stimulate the lowest bid- 
ders in the market. Their means were limited. 
They published three volumes to begin with ; these 
had an excellent sale; thereupon they brought out 
three others—and so prudently they went on. 
Now they have 105 works in their collection, have 
sold two millions of volumes, and sell weekly some 
twenty-five or thirty thousand volumes. 

I have to record the death of M. Pelouze, a very 
able chemist, the author of several valuable works 
on that science, and for many years past Superin- 
tendent of the Paris Mint. Dr. Civiale, the emi- 
nent surgeon whose operations and works on stone 
in the bladder have given him a very wide repu- 
tation, died very suddenly a few weeks since. He 
was ailing with some trifling disease, when all at 
once it took a most alarming turn and ended 
fatally. I believe all his works have been trans- 
lated into English.

The 
pictures are to be 30X28 inches in size, and the 
letter-press will be furnished either in a quarto form, 
or on a large folio page, suitable for binding up toge- 
ther with the pictures. The first number of the 
work, which is now out, consists of the picture and 
the memoir of the famous stallion Hambletonian. 
It does not appear whether the horses themselves 
have been applied to for information, or asked for 
approval.

They occupy apparently the 
same field, but they do not clash, as the younger 
periodical is designed more especially for light lite- 
rature, while the ‘ Living Age’’ devotes a good deal 
of space to the reproduction of articles on “ weighty 
themes.” 

TueE suggestion of the “ New York Evening Post,” 
that some American publisher should reproduce the 
poems of William Morris, has been adopted both 
by Ticknor & Fields and by Roberts Brothers. 
These rival editions of Morris’s complete works 
Will be issued at an early date. 

LoxcreLtow’s “ Dante” is said to be meeting with 
the largest sale known in Boston for a book of its 
character and cost. 

Otiver Optic has completed the first volume of 
his weekly juvenile magazine. It has already 
gained a good circulation. The largest circulation 
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among juvenile papers, not gratuitously circulated, 
is enjoyed by the “ Youth’s Companion,” a paper 
started by Fanny Fern’s father, and now edited by 
Mr. D. S. Ford. It has a subscription list of thirty- 
five thousand. 

J. H. Carter & Son (Swedenborgian publishers) 
have republished an English New Church novel, 
called “The Wedding Guests ; or, the Happiness of 
Life,’’ by Mrs. Hume Rothery. It seeks to exhibit 
in popular language certain of the doctrines of the 
New Church in their application to life, and more 
especially to exhibit the importance, sanctity, and 
perpetuity of the marriage relation. It makes no 
direct reference to Swedenborg, however, and stu- 
diously avoids his technical language. 

Roserts Broruers have nearly ready the first 
edition (consisting of seven thousand copies) of 
Miss Ingelow’s new book—“ A Story of Doom, and 
other Poems.”’ It is a volume of three hundred 
pages, and contains thirty-two poems. 

WE regret to announce the suspension, during 
the present year, of “ The Social Science Review,” 
a step which has been necessitated by the illness 
of its managing editor. A renewal of publication, 
however, is promised forse next January, and the 
publishers, meanwhile, advertise the return of un- 
expired subscriptions.

Mr. Henry T. Tockerman’s “American Artist 
Life” is to be published by Messrs. G. P. Putnam 
& Son, early in the fall, in a variety of luxurious 
styles, of which the number of copies is limited, in 
addition to the ordinary edition. Mr. Tackerman’s 
book—which has so grown in his hands that it now 
contains nearly twice the matter originally esti- 
mated, thereby necessitating an enlargemert of the 
page—gives an historical account of the rise and 
progress of artin America; biographical and critical 
sketches of leading painters and artists from the 
days of Malbone, Stuart, Copley, and West, to our 
own; and an appendix descriptive of notable pic- 
tures and private collections. 


Some idea of the operations of the American Tract

It may be 
considered unigque,‘as no other collection of similar 
productions is known, nor would it be possible to 
get together another assemblage of works of a 
kindred nature, after the most anxious and labori- 
ous research. It shared the usual fate, and was 
brought to the hammer in London on the first of 
this month. 


Aw Earty Book or Etiqvuerre.—One of the recent 
additions to the “ Ante-Nicene Christian Library,” 
now in course of publication in England, is “ The 
Writings of Clement of Alexandria,’ translated by 
tev. Wm. Wilson. Clement lived in the beginning 
of the third century, and there are few books of the 
early fathers more amusing than his “ Instructor,” 
in which he is less the book-learned Christian 
philosopher than the teacher of manners to the con- 
verts. The “Instructor” is, in one sense, an early 
Christian book of etiquette. 

Ay illustrated edition of Mr. Swinburne’s “ Ata- 
lanta in Calydon” will be among the holiday books 
of the present year. The illustrations are by 
Sandys, who has also drawn a portrait of the poet. 


Mr. W. Buiancuarp JERROLD has just published a 
new work, entitled “‘On the Boulevards,” contain- 
ing sketches of men and things in that locality 
during the last thirteen years, besides his account 
of Sunday trips to Normandy and Brittany. 

Tue existence of Hannah Lightfoot, the alleged 
first love and chére amie of George the Third when 
Prince of Wales, which was questioned by Mr. W. 
J. Thoms in his volume devoted to that memora- 
ble and mysterious scandal, has been proven by 
Mr. J. H. Jesse, the historian, who has discovered 
the certificate of her birth on the 12th of October, 
1730, in the parish of St. John’s, Wapping, and the 
entry of her marriage to Isaac Oxford at Mayfair 
Chapel on the 11th of December, 1753. 

Georce Catiuixn.—Triibner & Co., the London 
publishers, announce a new work, by this American 
author, entitled “ O-Kee-Pa, a Religious Ceremony, 
and other Customs of the Mandans.” It will be 
in one volume, super-royal octavo, with thirteen 
original illustrations in chromo-lithography. 

M. Satnre-Beove was reported to be very ill at 
the last accounts.

THERE seems to be just now a rage in England for 
starting new printing clubs. Another, somewhat 
similar in plan to the Spenser Club, is talked of, 
under the title of the Drayton Society. The subserip- 
tion is to be two guineas a year, and the copies of 
works reprinted to be limited to two hundred.

Books anp Boox-PrsiisHers in Ecrore.—An en- 
tertaining article in that excellent periodical the 
“London Bookseller” gives an account of some of 
the great printing and publishing houses in Europe, 
and their displays at the Paris Exhibition :— 

The house of Alfred Mame & Sous, founded at 
Tours towards the end of the last century, is, perhaps, 
the most complete establishment in the world. It 
combines printing and binding, with a large num- 
ber of accessories not usually found in the same 
establishment. The founder, Amand Mame, was a 
printer, who began in a small way, but being per- 
fectly master of his business, young, obliging, and 
fearless of opposition, he soon gathered around him 
a numerous and respectable class of customers, at- 
tracted mainly by the excellence of his productions. 
In 1830, he introduced as partner his nephew and 
son-in-law, M. Ernest Mame. now a member of the 
Corps Legislatif. Three years later Alfred Mame, 
his eldest son, the present head of the business, 
became a partner, and from this time may be dated 
the beginning of the rapid development that has 
taken place ; but it was not till M. Ernest's retire- 
ment in 1845 that M. Alfred found himself at full 
liberty to carry out the plans he had conceived. 
First the old and inconvenient workshops were 
removed in order to make room for a larger aud 
more commodious office ; steam presses were intro- 
duced, and the warehouse was extended, to obtain 
space for the larger editions thrown off. 

M. Mame determined to carry on the binding 
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number of persons in their employment than Messrs, 
Mame; but their business is of a more miscellang. 
ous character, and is rather that of wholesale book. 
sellers and publishers than of manufacturers. The 
specialty is the publication of salable books, all of 
excellent quality and fairly printed; but, unlike 
M. Mame, they attach more importance to the 
amount of profit that can be got out of a book 
than to the credit of its beauty or excellence, al. 
though to this general character there are some 
noteworthy exceptions. The house was founded in 
1824 by Mr. M. L. Hachette, who mainly devoted 
his attention to educational and other useful books; 
and this line of business has been continued by his 
successors. 

Recently, Messrs. Hachette have given their at- 
tention to a more ambitious class of works. One 
of the earliest was Vapereau’s “ Dictionary of Con- 
temporary Biography,” a work upon which no labor
